Rom antic Belle Point and 
Prosaic Sm ith 
It was one of the early French ex 
plorers of Arkansas who gave to (Ids 
lovely spot on the Arkansas river the 
romantic 
name of Belle Point anti 
there many years Inter was built a 
fort to which was attached the very 
prosaic name of Smith. 
The site* for 
the post was chosen by Ma J. Stephen 
Long, the explorer, In November, LSI f, 
and when the first little stockade was 
eroded later it was named for Brig. 
Gen. Thomas A. Smith of Virginia, a 
veteran of the War of 2812. 
The first commandant at Fort Smith 
was Maj. William Bradford of Com­ 
pany A of the Rifle regiment, com 
posed of men who had fought with 
“Old Hickory” Jackson at the battle 
of New Orleans, 
Bradford was suc­ 
ceeded in 3822 
by Col. Matthew Ar­ 
buckle, founder 
of Fort 
Gibson, Okla. 
In 38 0S the government 
decided 
to 
erect substantial fortifications at the 
place and plans for it were drawn by 
Vaubanne, (bt' famous French fort id 
cation 
expert. 
Temporary quarters 
were erected by (’apt. W. G. Belknap 
which were occupied by the 
troops 
until four years later when the new 
buildings were completed. 
The commandant from IS H to IS lo 
was Col. Zachary 
Taylor 
and Fort 
Smith 
is 
one 
of the several 
forts 
which claim to be the site of the 
elopement 
of 
his 
daughter, 
Sarah 
Knox Taylor, 
with 
Lieut. Jefferson 
Davis, although history has not yet 
decided just what were the facts con­ 
nected with that romantic affair. 
As the importance of Fort Sui itll 
Increased the government selected the 
site for a new fort and purchased 300 
acres for the reservation. Within this 
new fort several two-story buildings 
were erected but subsequently all ex­ 
cept one were destroyed by fire. 
This 
one has particular Interest because it 
was used as a United States district 
court and its basement as a jail for 
prisoners. 
Here tile famous Judge 
T. C. Parker, In the turbulent days pf 
Indian territory in the ’70’s and ‘80's 
sentenced hundreds of squaw men and 
territorial outlaws to death until the 
name of Fort Smith and Judge Park­ 
er became synonymous for probably 
the speediest and most summary jus­ 
tice ever meted out in the history of 
this country. 
Almost from the beginning of Fort 
Smith a settlement was growing up 
within the shadows of its walls and 
the town of Fort Smith was incorpor­ 
ated away hack in 1842. 
The govern­ 
ment reservation and fort were given 
to the city of Fort Smith in 18S4 and 
are now a public park.

faced small portions of the highway, 
but only with a light surfacing. 
The contract has been let to the

This con­ 
tract calls for a double screening oi 
the gravel, to screen out any smaller 
th a n quarter inch and larger th an an 
inch in size. 
It is possible that a

installed 
to 
crush a n y t h in g that is over one inch, 
thus reducing expense in handling 
a large am ount of gravel. 
A similar contract has been closed 
with the same company for gravel­ 
in g th a t portion of T ru n k highw ay 
No. 35 between S w a rtara and Hill 
City, in Aitkin county, Mr. Molester 
reports. 
The improvements on the Gull lake 
road will be much appreciated, since 
it is one of the heaviest travelled 
highw ays in this district, and undo • 
its present condition has been very 
hard to maintain,especially in dry 
weather. The portion between B r a i n ­ 
erd and Pequot receives the hardest 
use, and requires the heaviest m a in ­ 
tenance. 
The calcium chloride on tho first

proven highly successful, says tilt 
m a intenanc e engineer, who has r e ­ 
ceived many high compliments on 
this road since it has been chem i­ 
cally treated. 
The calcium chlorid 
absorbs moisture from the air, and 
th e road so treated never become- 
dusty. 
A nother benefit, and one th a t will 
appeal to the public, is the groat r e ­ 
duction in the cost of m a intaining 
the chemically treated road from th' 
cost of m aintenance of the same road 
before it was treated. 
Last year it 
cost the state about $35 per day to 
m a in ta in this eight miles of road 
Now th a t it is treated with the cal 
d u rn chloride the m aintenance com 
per day has dropped to about $13, a 
reduction of nearly two-thirds.
